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SPF RETREAT: SPIRITUAL SUCCESS — Robert D. Wolfe 


Under the leadership of Mr. and Mrs. Ambrose Worrall, Baltimore, Maryland, and the 
Reverend Henry Hein, Peoria, Illinois, the second annual SFF Retreat, held July 6-12, on 
the beautiful campus of Carleton College, Northfield, Minnesota, was definitely w a thing 
of beauty" for the more than one hundred participants who gathered from Alaska to Texas 
and from the Atlantic to the Pacific in a great SOUL MEETING on spiritual healing and 
other gifts. 

Those attending were actively and joyfully engaged in a full daily schedule which 
began with Group Meditation at 7:3® A.M., and lasted well beyond the scheduled 9:00 P.M. 
closing. 

The Retreat was so well planned and carried through in such a spirit of unity, ex¬ 
pressing the fact that God is Love, that the participants frequently voiced the same 
opinions about the value of the Retreat to their lives. 

Many persons felt they were directed to this Retreat, various things having fallen 
into place just at the last minute to allow them to attend. 

The lectures given by the Worrall's and the other areas conducted by them were ex¬ 
tremely successful.

Such was the effect of the workshop, a 
thing of beauty—its loveliness increasing in our minds as we recreate the eventful 
week from time to time.

S.F.F. Study Series: THE PARANORMAL IN THE BIBLE 
Lesson 7 — September 1969 


Subj ect: APPARITIONS 

—Prepared by Susy Smith 

I. Definition: 

An apparition need not necessarily be confused with a ghost, al¬ 
though the two terms are usually used interchangeably. There are several 
types of ghosts: the spooky, sheet-draped, chain-clanking entity of fic¬ 
tion, which rarely appears in fact; the haunting type ghost, which is 
more likely a memory picture in the atmosphere than an actual entity with 
a consciousness of itself; the hallucination, in which bad dreams, or the 
expectation of seeing a ghost may frighten a person into thinking he has 
seen one; and the true apparition which looks and acts like the deceased 
entity it purports to be and seems to be conscious and aware of where it 
is and what it is doing. 

The apparition can sometimes be as actual, as solid, and as unique¬ 
ly human as the individual represented ever was while encased in physical 
flesh. These are manifestations or materializations of the spirit of the 
deceased entity in a body which is identical with the physical body now 
buried in the ground. There is considerable evidence that many appari¬ 
tions have appeared in this type of manifestation of their actuality. 

They have spoken in their normal voices, and have felt as solid to the 
touch as any human body. It is in such a form as this that Jesus ap¬ 
peared during that period of time when he was seen on earth again after 
his burial in the tomb. He was no hallucination, or ghost, or spectral 
visitant. He was himself, his own conscious mind and spirit in a mate¬ 
rialized representation of his former physical body. 

II. Biblical references: 

Jesus' appearance after his resurrection are recorded in the New Testa¬ 
ment as follows: 

1. To Mary Magdalene in the early morning - Mark 16:9-10. 

2. To the other women in the early morning - Matthew 28:9-10. 

3* To two of them as they walked into the country - Mark 16:12-12 and 

Luke 24:13-32. 

4. To Peter, sometime that day - Luke 24:34. 

5. To the Eleven, that night - Mark 16:14, Luke 24:35-? John 20:18-. 

6. To the Eleven a week later when Thomas was present - John 20:26-31. 

7. To the Seven beside the Sea of Galilee - John 21. 

8. To the Eleven in Galilee - Matthew 28:16-20. 

9* To James, time and place unknown - I Corinthians 15:7* 

10. Final appearance, Ascension - Mark 16:19, Luke 24:44-, Acts 1:3-? 
Later Jesus made a special appearance to Saul. 

III. Comments: 

Almost any of the recent books of case histories in the field of ESP 
gives numerous incidents, many of them authenticated by several witnesses 
or by corroborative testimony of various kinds, that are similar to those 
reported in the Bible by individuals who saw Jesus returned to earth. 
Sometimes the veridical (or authentic) apparition may have appeared in an

effort to impart information. Sometimes he has shown himself in an 
obvious effort to prove he has survived death and is able to make a 
return appearance. Purposeful apparitions are much more commonplace 
than is generally known. 

IV. Suggestions for individual and/or group study: 

1. Besides the accounts of Jesus’ resurrection, what other biblical 
stories of apparitions can you list? 

2. Were they actual apparitions or ghosts of a different kind? 

What kind? 

3. What experiences have you personally had that are comparable to 
any of these stories about the biblical apparitions? 

4. Are there any stories about apparitions in your family history? 

5. Have you always thought of apparitions as scary, white entities 
moaning and groaning? 

Is this a true or false concept? 

6. Can you define the other types of apparitions we have discussed 
here and explain the difference between them and a true apparition.
